That such a proviso is not sufficiently elastic to meet the requirements 
of the Western prairie farmer is obvious on the face of it. Even under 
normal conditions prairie farmers could not satisfy the banks that they 


could meet instalments more frequently than once a year and as they are 
now circumstanced with an accumulation of years of debt arrears encum- 
bering their property, few if any, could give a satisfactory guarantee that 
they could meet instalments even once a year for the next year or two with 
any degree of reasonable certainty. 

In all three western provinces committees have been set up to advance 
the plan and they are making efforts to form local committee to operate in 
the rural districts and towns and villages. In Saskatchewan the provincial 
committee is being advised by local committees that the plan is inoperable 
in their districts for the reasons already outlined and this also applies not 
only to farmers in the country but in general to residents of the villages 
and small towns.
